The governor further declared that 
"It has obtained no substantial foot- 
hold In Wisconsin," referring to tho 
Klan. and "It must no be permitted 
to get a foothold In "Wisconsin." 


The letter was written as result of 
a hooded demonstration at Boscobel 
three weeks ago and difficulties at 
Uusccda. also in Grant-co. last Tues- 
day, as result of which Leo Manning 
•was shot and is in a Madison hospital. 
Numerous; appeals have come to the 
executive to take a. hand in the Grant 
co situation. It is said. 


Grant-co Is the executive's home 


county. He spent Monday and Tues 
day of this week there and Is under 
stood to have conducted a personal 
Inquiry into the situation regarding 
the Klan. Feeling in the county be- 
tween factions Is reported to be high.

climax of a situation which Is said 
to have been dex-eloplng for two or 
threo months.

Washington, D. C.—What is the pur- 


pose of the world encircling flight of 
the American aviators? Is it simply 
a stunt to prove the courage of the 
American Flying Corps? It is a chal- 
lenge to the aviation personnel 
of 


other countries? 


These questions no doubt have oc- 


curred to many people as they jiave 
observed tho progress 
of the 
trip 


around the world and tho 
careful 


preparations made by the army and 
navy to accomplish their objective. 
The answers are to be found in the 
experience of aviation 
officials 
in 


both the army and navy with con- 
gress. For no matter wiiat spectac- 
ular phases of the flight may be up- 
permost in the public mind today, 
those Interested in developing Ameri- 
can aviation as a military weapon as 
well as a commercial Industry are 
gratified beyond words at the amount 
of attention the exploit has attracted. 


CONGRESS INDIFFERENT 


Hitherto congress has been more or

presented Engineers George H. Rupp 
of Ironwood and A. L. Burridge of 
Crystal Falls, who made the survey. 
They testified that their survey show- 
ed that the main channel of the Mon- 
treal river was continued up its west 
branch and that the east branch, 
which is recognized by the State of 
Wisconsin as part of the boundary 
line, is not the main channel. They 
based their conclusions on the fact 
that the west branch is 10 feet wider 
than the east branch. It was also in- 
dicated that the virgin forest along 
the banks of the west branch of the 
Montreal proved that tha course of 
tho river never changed. 


Michigan counsel also presented a 


report of the Wisconsin railroad com- 
mission which showed that the water 
flow in the west branch was 20 per 
cent greater than that in the east 
branch, and 
thus 
substantiating 


Michigan's contention that the boun- 
dary should be determined by the 
west branch of the Montreal.

gard as severe terms, the plan In gen- 
eral Is very acceptable to most Ger- 
mans, since it takes the whole r£pa- 
rations Issue out of the realms of pol- 
itics and emotions and puts in on a 
business basis 


That is the German Interpretation 


of the Dawes plan as seen through 
the eyes of an American correspond 
ent at Berlin who has felt the pulse 
of German politics and economics for 
the last two and a half years. 


Louis P. Lochner who with his wife 


and children Is spending a part of a. 
two months' leave at the .home of his 
father in law. Dr. G. C. Hoyer. 533 
College a\ e. is a foreign correspondent 
for a large news agency, and his ar 
tides have been read by millions of 
readers in America. He is a graduate 
of the Universitv of Wisconsin and 
formerly W!*s secretary of the general 
alumni association. In recent years 
he has traveled Denmark. Holland 
and Switzerland and mide it a point 
to study the postwar issues of those 
countries also 


DAWES PLAN PRINCIPLES 


The three principles of the Dawes 


plan of reparations briefly are. That 
the 'a'lwiys of Germany be placed in 
the hands of an 
international con. 


sortium. consisting of Germans and 
representatives of the Allied powers, 
the profits of which s'lall be used to- 
ward piymg the reparations debt; that 
influstr.e- obligate themselves to pay 
eft a part of the debt with their pro- 
fits thnt a bank of issue.or gold note 
bank be established, and its profits 
be applied to reparations account. 


"Of course, there are many opinions 


on the Dawes plan," commented Mr 
Lochner when asked about the Ger- 
man attitude. "Whether the Dawes 
plan imposes anything heavy on the 
Gerrrans or whether It is feasible, no- 
body can tell as yet. 
"What Germans feel, as far as 1 


can interpret German life, as a. prime 
necessity for putting Germany back 
on its feet and for Europe'-? regener- 
ation is a clearness and definiteness 
In the reparations problem. The ques 
tion of practicality is to the Germans 
secondary to that of definiteness. Sec 
ondly. it is secondary to the prime 
necessity of getting the whole repara 
lions issue out of politics and putting 
It on a business basis 


IX AMERICAN HANDS 
"1 think that the German people 


feel that they would rather have their 
fate in the hands of hardheaded tousi 
Bess men than in the hands of Europ 


• «an politicians who are perhaps con 
-Winced on the economic side that cer 
fiin measures should be taken but for 
political reasons refuse to accept the 
•olutlon. I believe that the Germans 
feel that the Dawes plan takes the 
reparations i-^ue out of the hands 
of the French and puts It into the 
hands of Americans, takes it out of 
the realm of emotion -tnrl puts in into 
that of practical ecor-omy. 
"From that point of view, the Ger 


mans, despite what seems to them to 
be harsh terms, welcome the Dawes 
plan very much

"I feel the general atitude not only

Holland and 
Switzerland, and wherever I went I al 
wajs made it a point to Inquire about 
the post-war issues. 
Tho invariable 


rn^vver \\as. 'We can't make plans for 
business, for government budgets, for 
finances, until the sore is healed ' " 


Mr. Lochner declared the Germans 


nre trlendly to the United States. He 
describes the American relief in Ger- 
manv as magnificent ard adds that 
Germans also recognize it as such nnd 
are grateful. The United States, more 


han any other country, h« says, are 
responsible for tiding over the undu- 
atlon period at the end of last year. 


"Up to last November." h« said, 


"when an attempt was made to stabll- 
ze German exchange. on« of 
tne 


greatest evils that the Germans were 
suffering was the instability of the 


erman mark. No one in the United 


States can realize just what it meant 
;o see the exchange fluctuate from 
hour to hour. One would start to 
work in the morning, and at noon 
would find the rate of exchange 25 per 
cent higher. By night It would be 50 
per cent higher. No one knew how to 
arrange the family budget. 
Every 


one would hasten to'the store to in- 
vest, not knowing what the situation 
would be on the morrow. This meant 
an orgy of reckless buying: It also 
meant ih<s hoarding of food stuffs. 


MONEY STABLE 


"But in anticipation of the confer' 


ence of the international reparations 
commission headed by Dawes. th&gov. 
ernment last November stabilized 
change by creating what Is known as 
the Renten bank, which was based on 
mortgages in land value. Had 
the 


reparations failed, then the same old 
instability would have begun all over 
igaln. Now the cardinal assumption 
back of putting the plan into effect is 
that German exchange must remain 
stable 
Now the housewife and wage 


earner know Just what is ahead, and 
the farmer no longer needs to adjust 
nis hen to the dollar." 


Parallel to the old German paper 


mark, which is quoted at about one 
trillion (1.000.000.000.000) paper marks 
to the gold mark, Germany now clr 
culates the Renten mark, which is 
simpler and the form most common 
ly quoted. Silver money is back on 
the market, and If the Dawes plan is 
put into effect, gold certificates and 
even gold marks will be back in clr 
culatlon. 


To the casual observer, so says the 


foreign correspondent, abject poverty 
among the Germans may not be very 
visible. That is due to the German's 
character. | ic of disguising his real 
straits and putting up a "respectable 
front." There is but little waste and 
extravagance and the American peo 
pie. in comparison, do not know what 
It means to economize, he «ald. 


Mr. Lochner cited an experience as 


typical of German frugality

RAMSEY KEACDONALD ON PEACE . 


The labor prime minister of Great Bri- 


tain. Ramsay MacDonald. addressing the 
assembly of the League of Nations stated 
that as he sa-w it the hope of future peace 
lies in the extension of the policy of arbi- 
tration and the 
development of the 


League of Nations. 


Here is a notable statement by a no- 


table man. 
Whatever may be said of Mr. 


MacDonald's inability to make his gov- 
ernment function in domestic affairs, he 
has given Great Britain and Europe a new 
outlook on international policies. 
He 


has done more than any other European 
statesman since the war to break down 
Old -world secret diplomacy, military al- 
liances and suspicion and prejudice. He 
has 
closely 
approximated 
American 


thought and principles in the handling of 
•world problems. This because he has 
been actuated by humanitarian motives. 
'At the same time Mr. MacDonald has ex- 
hibited a strong spirit of nationalism. 
In 


dealing •with questions of colonial affairs 
and national defense, he has been firm in 
his determination to preserve the unity 
and security of the empire. 


In regard to relations -with other coun- 


tries, he has sounded the keynote of peace 
and understanding. There has been noth- 
ing but friendly invitation, on an open 
basis of right and justice. His warning to 
the old school statesmen that the world 
can no longer regard national security as 
a military problem based on the predomi- 
nance of force is a bold and effective ap- 
plication of Christian doctrine to political 
policy. 'When he denounces military al- 
liances as ineffectual, he is addressing 
himself not only to the reactionaries of 
his own country, but to militarists of 
France, Germany and Italy. 


The most significant part of Mr. Mac 


Donald's speech is the great emphasis he 
places upon the possibilities of the League 
of Nations. He goes so far as to say 
that in his opinion "the future happiness 
of the world" must be based on "agree- 
ments reached through the League.'' He 
would not base peace upon force which • 
he says is futile, contending that "if we 
cannot devise a system of arbitration 
then do not let us fool ourselves that we 
ere going to have peace." 


He wants a new disarmament confer- 


ence of all the powers, including Germany 
and the United States. He particularly 
wants Germany in the League of Na- 
tions, and he is firmly of the opinion that 
some day ''America will enter the 
League." not because "she has been ap- 
pealed to or subjected to pressure, but 
because Europe has been wise enough to 
make peaceful efforts successful thereby 
causing America's own heart to incline 
her to the step." 


Those in this country who disagree 


with this prophecy have, we think, an in- 
adequate vision of the future.

MacDonald's pleas are so inherently right 
thai they cannot be successfully chal- 
lenged. 
Moreover, they harmonize en- 


tirely with American spirit and American 
ideals. The day that Europe adjusts it- 
self to tho purposes of the League of 
Nations and stakes its future on that 
agency after the fashion outlined by Mr. 
MacDonald. that day public opinion in 
•the United States will overwhelmingly de- 
mand that America join forces with what 
would then be an irresistible association 
for peace and understanding.

There are thousands, yes. hundreds of 


thousands, of persons in Wisconsin who 
declaim against the political wrongs of 
the state and who moan about disaster 
toward which they profess to believe we 
are headed, who never go to the polls to 
vote. 
Before elections we. hear from 


them a great deal about what the so- 
called "good citizens" of the state ought 
to do to "redeem" Wisconsin and give it 
the kind of government they think it 
ought to haVe. 
On election day these 


people entirely subside and are never 
seen at the polls. Ask one of them if he 
has voted and he will answer: "No. 
what's the use?'' 


These goody-goody people who provide 


Wisconsin with lip service seem to over- 
look the fact that we have a minority 
government all of the time. There is sel- 
dom if ever a majority of the total vote 
in the state cast at an election. The 
nearest approach to it probably came in 
1920, when approximately 600.000 
votes were cast in Wisconsin. It is esti- 
mated there are considerably more than 
a million votes. La Toilette's great vic- 
tory of two years ago came out of a total 
vote of about 470.000 votes. His own 
vote was 379.494. The opposition was 
at home asleep. This year Mr. Blaine in 
the primaries carries the state by only 
60.000 plurality out of a total of about 
400,000. Hirst woke a good many peo- 
ple up, but not enough. The balance 
followed their customary 
habit and 


stayed at home, complaining the nest day 
about the result. 


If there had been any real* desire in 


Wisconsin to get rid of Blaine it could 
have been easily done. 
A far greater 


percentage of "his"' vote was out than of 
the opposition. If a thousand more of 
the "lugubrious blues" in each county of 
Wisconsin had taken it upon themselves 
to vote Tuesday we would have had a 
new deal at Madison, but they chose to 
sit around warming the chairs of their 
homes and offices. 
Blaine and the so- 


called radicals who make up the legisla- 
ture are not an evil to Wisconsin. On 
the contarry we think they are good for 
it. 
They are the price of neglected citi- 


zenship, which shirks its responsibilities. 


The people who say they want things 


different are not sincere. They 
could 


have them different if they really wanted 
them so. The talk against Mr. La Fol- 
lette in this state is to be taken with salt. 
Those who do the\ talking are in reality 
pretty well satisfied with the senator. The 
same is true of Mr. Blaine and the legis- 
lature. A few years ago Roy Wilcos 
could easily have beaten the La Follette 
ticket, but when this fact was apparent 
the anti-La Follette forces had the rare 
judgment to bring out a third candidate, 
split the vote and lose the-election. That 
is about the level of political capacity of 
the opposition we have had in the state 
ever since. There is, as a matter of fact. 
no opposition. That which is expressed 
is a joke.

If people would only stop to think that a snake

SUGGESTED NOBEL PRIZE 
Baroness Von Suttner was a great 


friend of Alfred Nobel, and it was 
she who persuaded Nobel to "devote 
a part of his huge fortune to the cause 
of universal peace by offering an 
annual peace prize to the person who 
should be found to have done most 
for the cause of universal peace. Th« 
committee in charge of the award de- 
cided on Baroness Von Suttner as the 
very first one to receive the award, 
and while there may be a difference 
of opinion as to the justice of some 
of the later awards, it is likely that 
no one would care to dispute the' 
award of the first one of the prize*. 


This was in 1005 and Baroness Von 


Suttner lived nine years longer, al- 
most every moment ot^ which she de 
voted to the cause of world peace. 
When she died in 1914 she believed 
that world peace was coming. A high- 
ly intelligent woman, she understood 
that European politics, those of ier 
own native country included, were 
endangering the peace of the world, 
but she hoped that the race between 
tho organized peace movement which 
she represented and between the or- 
ganized war movement represented 
by the militaristic caste might yet be 
won by tho former. 


WROTE PEACE NOVEL 


As a part of her peace propaganda 


she wrote a novel, "Lay Down Your 
Arms," that won her tho Nobel peace 
prize and that Is perhaps the moat 
passionate plea for peace in the his- 
tory of literature. Naturally the book 
has not been given mi^ch attention 
during the past ten years, but we are 
getting far enough away from the 
World war to mako it appropriate to 
recommend the book for reading. I 
myself read It In the mI3st of the 
World war and It was a grim experi- 
ence. The book 5s the story of what 
women and children and other inno- 
cents suffer in the course of war, t'.ia 
war described being an earlier conflict 
in which the House of Hapsburs en- 
gaged, and every point nl the book 
was poigriantiy illustrated a thousand 
times over by the much groater war 
that was being: waged when I read 
the passionate story. 


During the war It looked as If Bar- 


oness Von Suttner's work had been 
all 'n vain, but the well balanced 
m:::d will always study history i:i 
:,-..ther largo segments. S'lorMy Jc- 
fore 'her death Baroness Von Suttner 
admitted tho possibility of another 
groat war before tho triumph of the 
cause for which she stood, but in a 
document just made public ten years 
after her death shs declares that her 
faith in tho final organization of the 
world on a poaco Instead of a war 
basis cannot be shaken by any even- 
tuality. 


Thero nro those today who believe 


strongly that war can never be abol- 
ished and thpro are others who be- 
lieve passionately with Baroness Von 
Suttner thnt it can. "Lay Down Your 
Arms' re-ttiain<; the Strongest exposi- 
tion of this faith that I know of In 
world literature.
